"Century Mark for Each Member” Their Slogan 


Suggest Levy On Cereal Bev­ 
erages and Reduction of 
Rate On Alcohol—Favors 
Government Dealing Di­ 
rectly in Sales of Sacra­ 
mental Wines and Medi­ 
cinal Whiskies. 


The taxing’ power of congress was 
called upon Monday by prohibition of­ 
ficials to aid in checking the “tremend 
ous flood of high-powered beer sweep­ 
ing the country.” 
Lincoln C. Andrews, assistant sec­ 
retary of the treasury, 
in charge of 
prohibition enforcement, 
a iced the 
House Ways and Means committee to 
include in the new revenue bill a levy 
of one cent a gallon on cercal bever­ 
ages which would give to the govern­ 
ment 
power 
to 
inspect 
br* weries 
manufacturing near beer. 
Describing; “high-powered b* cr" as 
that which contained an alcoholic con­ 
tent of from 8 to 5 per cent, Mr. An­ 
drews said the treasury faced a real 
problem in checking the "increasing 
and tremendous flood” of this bever­ 
age. 
In the manufacture of near beer 
breweries first make r e g u la r beer and 
then dealcoholize it, he explained, hut 
under the present law prohibition of­ 
ficials do not have the power to in­ 
spect these plants. 
Mr. Andrews suggested, as a furth­ 
er means of aiding enforcement, a re­ 
duction of the tax of $2.20 a proof 
gallon on pure alcohol 
anil 
the im­ 
position of a levy of one cent a gal­ 
lon on denatured alcohol. 
The committee also heard Monday a 
program 
for general tax 
revision, 
submitted on behalf of the American 
Farm Bureau federation ami received 
a b r ie f from the New \ ork Stock Ex­ 
change uring repeal of taxes affecting 
its members. 
The federation plan, presented by 
E. ii. Reid, of Washington called for 
exemption of incomes 
of $5,000 and 
less, retention of present surtax rates 
and of the inheritance tax, ami “sharp 
curtailment” 
of 
the 
miscellaneous 
taxes, 
particularly on 
automobiles, 
trucks and accessories. 
“Where is 
all 
the 
beer 
coming 
from ?” asked Representative William 
A. 
Oldfield, 
Democrat, 
Arkansas. 
when Andrews was making his appeal 
for the cereal tax. 
“Chicago, 
Pennsylvania 
and New 
York State,” the witness replied. 
“I 
have not 
heard so 
much complaint 
from 
St, Louis and 
other Western 
cities.” 
Mr. Andrews said also he favored 
the government dealing directly in the 
sale of sacramental wines ami medi­ 
cinal whiskies to consumers. 


“ It will cut out legalized traffic in 
liquor for a profit,” he urged. 
“ it would give the government some 
profit also,” remarked Representative 
John M. Gardner, 
Texas, Democrat. 
He said medicinal liquor sold for $2.50 
a pint in Washington and $4 a pint 
in Texas. 
There are 
20,000,000 
gallons 
of 
whisky in warehouses today, the com­ 
mittee was told, or 10,000,000 fewer 
than a few' years ago. 
P art 
of the 
loss was attributed by Mr. Andrews 
to “shrinkage and evaporation.”
